Among the 
theorists whose works are reviewed are Comte, Maine, Morgan, Spencer, 
Durkheim, Weber, Spengler, Sorokin, Toennies, Levy, Moore, Parsons, 
Smelser, Redfield, Steward, Sahlins, Ogburn, Marx, Dahrendorf, Rostow, and 
Millikan and Blackmer. The concluding chapter presents a comparison and 
critique of the major types of theories identified in the preceding chapters.

With the passage of the Economic Opportunity Act of 1964, the 
U.S. Congress declared “war against poverty.” In tracing the 
history and purposes of domestic antipoverty programs, this 
study seeks to explain why the problem of poverty in America 
is still far from solved. The author examines the act of 1964 
and the program it established in the Office of Economic 
Opportunity, as well as other measures to assist low-income 
groups — broadening social security, aid to education, public 
housing assistance, and the like. The analysis of past perform¬ 
ance and proposals for the future are based on a combination 
of cost-benefit analysis of specific programs and general eco¬ 
nomic analysis of the problems of domestic poverty. The author 
concludes that despite some early successes, anti-poverty pro¬ 
grams have been stymied by inadequate federal support.
